has been his deputy up to the time he 
was discharged last week. The lat 
tcr claims lhat Sheldon has no right 
to dischargo him aud will take the 
matter into the courts. Section 1 
Chapter 81 of the Ucucral Statutes 
roads thus : 

'■No offico, or post of profit, trust or 
honor uuder Ibis Commonwealth, 
whether civil or military, legl<lati> e 
executive, ministerial or judicial, no 
the deputation thereof, in whole or in 
part, shall be sold or let to farm by 
any person holding, or expecting to 
hold llio same. Such person so sel 
ling or letting, aud the persou so buy 
lug or receiving tho letting, or with 
whose knowledge the saiuo has been 
bought for him by another, shaM be 
di.ijualitiod from holding such o 
or post, or the (deputation |thereof, 
ami upou conviction shall be expelled 
tberelroiu." 

It will be seen that the contract be 
tweeii Sheldon aud Boyd, while it 
bound them morally, was illegal |i 
tho eyOB of tho law. Boyd claim 
that he It entitled to the nay of the 
remaining nine months of Sheldon'i 
term, as deputy, and now that he has 
beon discharged be proposes to tcei 
the matter iu the courts. Boyd cau 
uot recover his contract, but be may- 
succeed in hating Sheldon ousted for 
Violating the law. If this is dono he 
will himself be proven equally guilty 
aud the result will be "the ditqiialiti 
cation of both for the offico for which 
both are candidates. Sheldou, bow 
over, claims that the contract was 
only a verbal agreomeut and that 
Boyd cannot prove that any binding 
ootilract existod. This la about the 
shape the matter is now In. It is 
more than likely that it will result in 
the dofoat ol both Sheldon aud Boyd 
for Register of the Laud Office for tho 
next term.
